From Ju ne 16 to 20, the state ru ral 
school conference will be held, which 
will he attended by cou nty su perin­ 
tendents. teachers, 
directors,

other persons interested from all sec­ 
tions of the state. Su pt. O. J. Kern 
will be the chief speaker, his su bject 
being Consolidation. 
He will illu s­ 
trate his addresses by lantern slides 
showing the work actu ally accom­ 
plished in Winnebago Co. 
Su perin 
tendent Bay liss will be present for 
three day s, and Professor Eu gene Dav 
enport will speak of the mov ement 
Su perintendent B. P. Clark of Ashta 
bu la cou nty , Ohio, will giv e fiv e ad­ 
dresses on School Consolidation in 
Ohio. He is intimately acqu ainted 
with this mov ement u nder conditions 
similar to those which ex ist in this 
state. Professor Whitten, of the Agri 
cu ltu ral College of Missou ri, who has 
had a wide ex perience in introdu cing 
the stu dy of agricu ltu re into the ru ral 
schools of Missou ri, will be present 
tbe entire week, and the work in 
manu al training u nder Mr. Kendall 
will be open to inspection. Du riDg 
this week, also, as prev iou sly stated 
President Lord will speak on Teach­ 
ing, and Prof. White on Architectu re. 
The u niv ersity desires to enlist the 
hearty co-operation of all friends of 
ru ral schools in this conference 
The 
su bjects to be considered are of the 
most v ital interest to those engaged 
in ru ral school work, and their dis­ 
cu ssion for a week can not fail to pro­ 
du ce su bstantial resu lts for the inter 
ests concerned.

Yo u may 
accidentally surprise half a do zen o f 
the gaunt, gray -bro wn beasts tro tting 
acro ss the o pen between patches o f 
Jungle scrub in the east, but at that 
v ery instant they cease to be there. 
They are as large as fair sized do gs, 
and the dry gro und, tho ugh ro ugh, is 
clear, but y o u may rub y o ur ey es aud 
lo o k—there is no t a sign o f a single 
jackal where a mo ment ago y o u saw a 
pack. If y o u draw clo se they will be 
o bliged to rise and scatter fo r shelter, 
but fro m where y o u stand the illusio n 
is co mplete. The Jackals hav e beco me 
part o f the surface o f the bare bro wn 
gro und. 
This miracle is achiev ed by the pecul­ 
iar adaptatio n o f their co lo ring to that 
o f the surface o f the sun baked so il. 
Ages o f ev o lutio n hav e bro ught abo ut 
this perfect acco rd between the jack­ 
al’s habits to its surro undings. After 
the rains in India, when lush green 
v egetatio n springs up ev ery where and 
fo o d abo unds in it, the jackals aped 
nev er sho w* themselv es o ut o f co v er, 
but in the ho t weather, w hen the land 
is blistered bro wn, the jackals must 
o ften wander far into the o pen to be 
early at the feast upo n the starv eling 
go at that has died o n the dusty track to 
the v illage. 
There the matter might end, sav e 
that so metimes, fro m the fiendish clam­ 
o r which the Jackals make at night 
when the heat renders sleep almo st im­ 
po ssible, y o u are tempted to teach them 
to giv e y o ur tent o r bungalo w' a w'ider 
berth o n their way to and fro m their 
feeding gro unds.

Attempts a t Revenge Expected. 
The so ldiers ev idently were nerv o u s, 
a nd o u tbreaks resu lting in a repetitio n 
o f Mo nday ’s terrible scenes were o nly 
av erted by the ev ident desire o f the 
au tho rities to prev ent a clash, co u pled 
with the fear inspired by the so ldiers' 
bu llets. The po pu latio n is mo st bitter 
ag ainst the military , and the g o v ern­ 
ment o fficials ex pect many attempts at 
revenge u po n the o fficers co mmanding 
the tro o ps, all o f who m are kno wn. 
The Po lish press is silent o n the su b­ 
ject o f Mo nday ’s happening s. The o f­ 
ficial Ru ssian paper prints a sho rt and 
entirely inaccu rate repo rt 
The g o v ­

“Cu sto m has made It almo st 
sal fo r all male perso ns to bear 
names o f their parents,” said an at­ 
tache o f the lo cal co u rt the o ther 
mo rning . 
“It seems natu ral that It 
sho u ld be so . 
Nev ertheless there is 
no thing in the laws o f this co u ntry 
pro hibiting a man’s taking ano ther 
name, and no leg al penalty is attached 
to his do ing so . There is alway s, ho w­ 
ev er, a po ssibility o f its being attended 
with inco nv enience and perhaps lo ss to 
himself. 
“There is a way by which a man 
may chang e his name with the sanctio n 
o f the law, and that is the o nly safe 
way . 
Bu t the law requ ires him to as­ 
sig n so me g o o d reaso n fo r the chang e. 
Men hav e assig ned v ario u s reaso ns fo r 
wishing to chang e their names. So me 
times a man wishes to dro p his rig ht 
nmne becau se it is o f fo reig n o rig in 
and difficu lt fo r an American to ng u e to 
pro no u nce. 
This may Inju re him in 
his bu siness, as there Is su ch a tiling 
as preju dice ev en in this free and 
enlig htened 
co mmo nwealth; 
o r 
his 
name may hav e in Eng lish an absu rd 
o r ev en v u lg ar meaning and su bject 
him to u npleasant jo kes; o r it may as­ 
so ciate him with so me no to rio u s crimi­ 
nal o r be the co u nterpart o f so me name 
which histo ry made* infamo u s; o r it 
may be misspelled and co nsequ ently 
mispro no u nced o n his entry to this 
co u ntry . 
“Frequ ently infants are left o rphans 
o r abando ned by the father after the 
death o f the mo ther. In that case it is 
a frequ ent o ccu rrence fo r relativ es o r 
neig hbo rs to take a child and ado pt it, 
g iv ing it their o wn name. In that case 
the party desiring to ado pt mu st apply 
by a written petitio n to the co u rt o f the 
place in which he liv es asking leav e to 
ado pt the child and chang e its name 
to tli at o f the petitio ner. 
The o rder 
allo wing the ado ptio n and the chang e 
of name mu st be filed with the co u rt, 
so that the real parentag e o f the child 
may be su bsequ ently established if 
necessary . 
“When an adfllt applies for leav e to 
chang e his name he mu st g iv e his place 
of birth, residence, ag e and whether 
he Is married o r sing le and whether 
there are any ju dg ments ag ainst him 
or o u tstanding co mmercial paper in the 
name whicfi he seeks to abando n. 
If 
in any o f these cases the co u rt is satis­ 
fied there are no o bjectio nable reaso ns 
the o rder is permitted g ranting a 
chang e o f name. 
The o rder mu st be 
filed with the clerk, and thirty day s 
thereafter the new name may be as­ 
su med. 
The g ranting o f the no tice 
mu st within ten day s thereafter be 
pu blished in a newspaper desig nated 
by the co u rt 
“Thu s the law' pro tects the perso n 
■who fo r g o o d and su fficient reaso ns de­ 
sires to assu me a name o ther than his 
o wn. The o rder o f the co u rt being re­ 
co rded, all the rig hts o f the Indiv idu al 
which may su bsequ ently accru e to him 
u nder his o rig inal name are preserv ed, 
his identity being u nder the law fu lly 
established.”—Washing to n Star.
